At 12, meridian, of this day, the Senators, whose terms of office had not 
expired, together with those elected at the late general elections for mem- 
bers of the Legislature, convened in the Senate chamber. 

On motion of Mr. BLACK, Senator from Richland, the Hon. F. J. 
MOSES, Senator from Claremont, was called to the chair. 

The following Proclamation of his Excellency, the Governor, was then 
read by the Clerk. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 

OF THE STATE OP SOUTH CAEOLINA. 

By his Excdkncy DA VID JOHNSON, Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief, in and over the State of South Carolina, 

To the Honorable the Senators and Members of the Bfouse of Represen- 
tatives of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina. 

Whereas, by the Constitution of the United States, each State \^ author- 
ized, in such manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, to appoint a 
number of Electors of President and Vice President of the United States, 
equal to the whole number of Senators and Representatives to which the 
State may be entitled in the Congress of the United States ; and the time 
of choosing the Electors, and the day on which they shall give their votes, 
which shall be the same throughout the United States, was to be deter- 
mined by Congress ; 

And whereas, by an Act of Congress, passed and approved on the first 
day of March, in the year of our Lord one thousand sev6n hundred a^d

ninety-two, it was enacted, amongst other things, that " Electors shall be 
appointed in each State for the election of President and Vice President 
of the United States, within thirty-four days preceding the first Wednesday 
in December, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-two, and within thir- 
ty-four days preceding the first Wednesday in December, in every fourth 
year succeeding the last election ;" " and that the Electors shall meet and 
give their votes on the first said Wednesday in December, at such place in 
each State, as shall be directed by the Legislature thereof;" 

And whereas, the Legislature of this State, by an Act passed on the 3d 
day of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-two, did enact that Electors of President and Vice President 
of the United States shall be appointed by ballot, on the Tuesday prece- 
ding Wednesday, the fifth day of December, of the same year, in the House 
of Representatives, at Columbia, by the Legislature of this State, or by 
such persons as shall be returned members thereof, and shall attend on 
that day ; and also that the Electors of President and Vice President 
shall be appointed by ballot on the Tuesday preceding the first Wednes- 
day in December, in every fourth year succeeding the last election, in the 
House of Representatives, at Columbia, by the Legislature of this State, 
which shall be then existing, or by such persons as shall be returned mem. 
bers thereof, and shall attend on that day ; 

And whereas, the Congress of the United States did, by an Act passed 
and approved on the twenty-third day of January, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, enact " that the Electors of 
President and Vice President shall be appointed on the Tuesday next after 
the first Monday of the month of November of the year in which they 
are to be appointed." The fourth Monday in November of each year be- 
ing the time appointed by the Constitution of this State for the regular 
annual meeting of the Legislature, it follows that it will not bo in session 
on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in November next, the time 
at which the Electors of President and Vice President are to be appointed, 
according to the Act of Congress before referred to ; so that the State 
will not have it in its power to appoint Electors of President and Vice 
President, unless the Legislature be especially convened for that purpose. 

Now therefore, I, David Johnson, in pursuance of the power in me vest- 
ed by the Constitution of this State, authorizing the Governor, " on extra- 
ordinary occasions, to convene the General Assembly," do issue .this, my 
Proclamation, calling upon and requesting the Senators of the General 
Assembly of this State, whose terms of ofl&ce have not expired, and those 
who have been now recently elected, and the Members of the House of 
Representatives who have also been now recently elected, to convene at 
Columbia, on Jhe first Monday in November now next ensuing, that they 
may be present in the House of Representatives on the said Tuesday next 
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after the said first Monday, to appoint Electors of President and Vice 
President of the United States, in conformity to the Act of Congress 
aforesaid, last referred to. 

Given under my hand and Seal of the State, at Limestone Springs, 

in the State aforesaid, the twelfth day of October, in the year of 
[l. s.] our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, and in the 

seventy-third year of the Independence of the United States of 

America.

The Senators then proceeded to ballot for President, which terminated 
in the re-election of the Hon. ANGUS PATTERSON, Senator from 
Barnwell. 

Messrs. MOSES and GIST were appointed a Committee to wait upon 
the President elect, to inform him of his election, and conduct him to the 
chair. That duty having been performed, the President took the chair, 
and returned to the Senate his acknowledgments for the honor conferred. 
The Senate proceeded with its organization by the election of the fol- 
lowing officers.

Messrs. MOSES and SKIPPER were appointed the Committee. 
A message was sent to the House of Representatives, informing that 
House that the Senate had met, elected the Hon. ANGUS PATTER- 
SON, President ; WM. E. MARTIN, Clerk, and JOHN T. GOODWYN, 
Reading Clerk, and had proceeded to business. 
Mr. MAZYCK presented the petition of sundry citizens of St. Luke's 
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Baviiii, praying tii*t the elaetion for Senator from sud Paridi may be set 

aside — which was ordered to lie on the table. 

Mr. MOSfiS, from the Committee to wait on His Excellency the Got- 
ernor, reported that the Committee had discharged the duty assigned to 
them, and that His Excellency had informed them he would communicate 
with the Senate forthwith. 

The Private Secretary of His Excellency then appeared at the Clerk's 
desk, and read the following message. 

Executive Department, 
Columbia, Nov. 6th, 1848. 
To the Honorable the President and Members of the Senate : 

Gentlebien — The promptness with which you have assembled here, out 
of the ordinary term of your regular annual session, gives assurance that 
jou will enter upon the duty confided to you by your constituents in a 
fipirit suited to the importance and dignity of the occasion. Por the agen- 
cy^ I have had in calling you together, I do not feel called on to oflfer any 
apology, although it may have subjected many of you to inconvenience. 

Nothing but an imperative sense of duty could have impelled me to 
such a measure. 

The Constitution of the United States authorises every State in the 
Union to appoint, in such manner as the J^egislature thereof may direct, a 
number of Eleetors of President and Vice President of the United States, 
«qual to the whole number of Senators and Representatives to which suck 
State may be entitled in the Congress of the United States, and provides 
that the time of choosing the Electors, and the day on which they shall 
give their votes, which shall be the same throughout the United States 
shall be determined by Congress. 

As the law stood prior to 1845, the Electors to which this State was 
entitled, were appointed by joint ballot of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the Tuesday preceding the first Wednesday in December 
in every fourth year succeeding the last election of President and Vice 
President, and this manner of appointment has been used from the time 
of the adoption of the Federal Constitution down to the present day. 
But by an Act of Congress, passed in January, one thoufiand eight hundred 
and forty-five, the Tuesday next after the first Monday in the year in 
which they are to be appointed, is imperatively set apart as the day on 
^hich they are to be appointed for every State in <iie Union. To-morrow is 
that day, and io enable you to discharge that dntj was the object in asking 
your attendance here — and in this I pray that you^ may be directed by 
unerring wisdom.

At the hour to which the Senate had receded from business, the Presi- 
dent took the chair and the Senate resumed business. 

On motion of Mr. WITHERSPOON, a special Committee was appoint- 
ed, on the part of the Senate, to nominate suitable persons for Electors, 
on the part of this State, for President and Vice President of the United 
States. 

Messrs. WITHERSPOON, MAZTCK, DeTREVILLE, GRIFFIN, 
MOSES, IRBY, HANNA, CANNON, and EAVES, were appointed the 
Committee, on the part of Senate, and a message was sent to the House 
of Representatives, informing that House thereof, and asking that House 
to appoint a similar Committee to meet the Committee of the Senate, on 
that subject. 

On motion of Mr. BARNES, the Senate adjourned.

The Senate met at 10 o'clock, pursuant to adjournment 
The Clerk read the journal of the proceedings of yesterday.

The House of Representatives sent to the Senate the following Resolu' 
tion, which was concurred in, and was ordered to be returned to the House 
of Representatives: 

Resolved, That the present session of the Legislature be adjourned on 
Tuesday, the 7th instant. 

The House of Representatives also sent to the Senate, the following 
Resolutions for concurrence : ' 

Reeved, That the presiding officers of each branch of the Legislature, 
do issue to the Clerks of their respective Houses, a pay-bDl for fifty dol- 
lars ; and to each of the other officers of each House, a pay-bill for the 
same pay and mileage as are allowed to the members of the Legislature ; 
the same to be in compensation for the services of each of the said officers 
during the present session. 

Resolved, That the President of the Senate be authorized to issue to the 
Librarian a pay-bill, for the per diem pay allowed a member, to be a com- 
pensation to the said Librarian for his services during the present session. 

The Resolutions were concurred in, and were ordered to be returned to 
the House of Representatives. 

The House of Representatives also sent to the Senate the following 
Resolution, which was concurred in, and ordered to be returned to the 
House of Representatives : 

Resolved, That the Clerks of the two Houses do advertise for proposals 
to execute the printing of the General Assembly, to be laid before the two 
Houses at the regular session. 

The House of Representatives also sent to the Senate the following 
Resolution for concurrence : 

Resolved, That the appointment of Electors of President and Vice 
President of the United States, for the term to commence on the 4th day 
of March next, be made by ballot of the Legislature of this State, in the 
Hall of the House of Representatives, at 12 o'clock. Meridian, to-morrow 
the 7th instant, being the day appointed for that purpose by the Act of 
Congress, approved the 23d of January, 1845. 

The Resolution was concurred in by the Senate, and was ordered to be 
returned to the House of Representatives. 

At the hour of 12 o'clock, the Senate, pursuant to a resolution and mes- 
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sages to that effect, proceeded to the Hall of the House of Bepresenta- 
tives, and joined that House in balloting for Electors to cast the vote on 
the part of this State, for President and Vice President of the United 
States. 

Messrs. B. F. W. ALLSTON and APPLEBY were appointed a com- 
mittee on the part of the Senate to count the ballots.

Resolved^ That the pi esiding ofRcers of the two Houses be requested to 
inform his Excellency the Governor, that the Legislature have duly ap- 
pointed Benjamin F. Perry, Thomas Lehre, N. R. Eaves, Alexander 
Evins, John L. Manning, William J. Hanna, P. C Caldwell, James B.

The General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, begun and holden 
at Columbia the twenty-seventh day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, being the fourth Monday in 
November, the day fixed by the constitution for the meeting of the General 
Assembly. 

At 12 Meridian the Senators assembled in the Senate Chamber in the 
Capital at Columbia. The Hon. ANGUS PATTERSON, Senator from 
the District of Barnwell and President of the Senate, took the chair, and 
the roll being called the following Senators answered to their names :

referred to the Committee on Incorporations and Engrossed Acts ; and also 
The petition of the officers of the Sumter Riflen^en, praying for the in- 
corporation of said Corps, which was referred to the same committee; andalsa 
The petition of Willis Ramsay, praying compensation for injury done to 
him by a public road passing through his land ; referred to the Committee 
on Roads and Buildings ; and also 

The petition of sundry citizens of Sumter district, praying the repeal of 
the 12th Section of the Road Act for 1830, which was referred to the same 
committee.

7b the Honorable the President 

and Msmbers of the Senate: 

Gentlemen : — Having in your recent Session been confined to the dis- 
charge of a particular duty, you have convened here now at the time ap- 
pointed by the Constitution, for the purposes of general legislation, and I 
cannot too deeply impress on you the importance of this duty. The right 
of the citizens to select their law-givers from amongst themselves, is amongst 
the brightest and most cherished features in the structure of Represent- 
ative Grovemments. 

The Representative best knows the wants, necessities and opinions of his 
constituents, and his fidelity and vigilance is secured by the fact, that he 
himself is governed by, and subjected to the same laws which he ordains 
for them. But his obligations to his immediate constituents, are not the 
only responsibilities which he incurs — ^they are but members of a large 
community, and their particular interest will be best promoted by consult 
ing the general interests ; and in discharge of the sacred duty of legislator* 
he is responsible to the community at large. 

In the discharge of the duties assigned to me by the Constitution, I shall 
now, and from time to time, endeavor to put you in possession of any in 
formation I possess, or may obtain, of the condition, and recommend such 
measures as, in my judgment, will best promote the general interests of the 
State. And you will unite with me in imploring Almighty Wisdom, to aid 
and direct us in the discharge of our respective duties, so that whatever we 
may do, shall promote the happiness and prosperity of our beloved State. 

The Report of the Comptroller General will put you in possession of the 
condition of the Finances of the State. 

Without entering into the details which will be found in the Report, the 
result shows that the ordinary revenues of the State, exclusive of the profits 
of the Bank of the State, and dividends on the Stock owned by the State, 
in the South Western Rail Road Bank, amounting together to the sum of 
$108,000, which has been carried to the <sredit of the Sinking Fund, are in 
such a condition as to render it unnecessary to increase the public burthens ; 
a measure at all times much to be deprecated, and especially when, as now, 
the unusually low prices of our staples, would render it burthensome to the 
citizens at large. 

The Bank of the State has a very important agency jn the management 
of its fiscal concerns. Great doubts were felt about the propriety of estab- 
lishing it, when it was originally chartered in eighteen hundred and twelve ; 
and nothing but what was supposed absolute necessity could even then make 
it acceptable. It will be recollected that it was during the war with Great 
Britain declared in June preceding^ which entirely cut off our commerce 
with Europe ; the pecuniary resources of the country having been com- 
2 
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pletely drained by the preceding embargo and non-intercourse ; and with a 
fruitful soil, untiring labor and abundant productions without a market even 
the wealthy planter, content to forego the luxuries which use had rendered 
in some degree necessary, found it difficult to meet the demands upon him^ 
for the taxes and other dues to the Government. The State then had in 
hand some cash, and owned stocks and other productive securities to a con- 
siderable amount, and it was thought those would be more beneficially 
employed in reducing them to cash and lending it to the citizens on real or 
personal security to relieve their necessities. A Loan Office for this pur- 
pose, was at first contemplated but it was thought that banking powers and 
privileges would greatly facilitate its operations^ and hence the charter of 
the Bank of the State, in the form in which we find it. From that time to 
this, distrust and doubts about the &ithful administration of its afifairs have 
pervaded some portions of the State, and I might add all portions of it in a 
greater or less degree — and the propriety of closing it, and winding up its 
concerns, has been suggested. Danger of indiscretion, the w^nt of fidelity 
in its officers, and of the partiality of its favors, when managed by persons 
having no immediate interest in its results are mainly relied on in support 
of this proposition. 

I have felt the full force of these arguments, and if it was now first pro- 
posed to establish a Bank with the usual powers on account of the State, 
and based on its capital, I should unhesitatingly oppose my dissent to it — 
There is danger that persons having no immediate interest in it would not 
exercise the same prudence and circumspection, in the management of it, 
that they would do in their own concerns — that they might indulge in per- 
sonal partialties at the expense of the Bank, and that they might prostitute 
it to political party purposes. 

There is yet another objection, which strikes me as more imposing. But 
for the expectation of realizing profits at the expense of its customers, such 
a thing as a bank would never have been heard of It is enough that the 
citizen has contributed his proper proportion towards the common burthens, 
and the State ought not to accept more at his hand. It may be said, that if 
there was no Bank of the State^ he night find accommodation at other Banks 
on the same terms, and the result to him would be the same and that the », 
State had the right to share the profits of banking. 

A sovereign State, whose duty it is by every possible means to cherish 
And conciliate, ought not willingly to put itself in the position of a relent- 
less creditor towards the citizen, without which no Bank could sustain 
itself. That however, is not now the question, Would it be wise and pru- 
■dent to close the Bank and wind up its concerns at this time? 

There are very many reasons why, in my judgment, this would be inex- 
pedient I will notice a few only idiich strike me as entirely satisfactory. 
According to the report of the Comptroller General, the liabilities of the 
Bank of all sorts amount to and the citizens of the State, 
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if not the sole, are the principal debtors. The credit system is unhappily 
80 interwoven with onr habits of business, that even the seyere lessons that 
we have been taught from time to time, by the sudden depressions in the 
price of our staples, and the consequent derangement in all of our produo- 
tive pursuits, have not been enabled to correct it. We are therefore now, 
in consequence of the low price of our agricultural productions, in the 
midst of one of those revulsions of commerce which inevitably brings with 
it a scarcity of circulating medium, and an increased demand for it. Close 
the Bank now, and stop its issues, and at least one source of supply is cut 
oS. 

Voluntary payments to the Bank, and every debtor that has the means 
would be disposed to get rid of that responsibility, would to that extent di- 
minish the circulation ; and to force collections would be productive of in- 
calculable distress to the community. 

There is another consideration of equal, if not greater importance. The 
capital stock and the profits of the Bank, are solemnly pledged on the &ith 
of the State for every dollar she has borrowed, from the year 1820, down 
to this time. The act of 1338, authorizing what is called the fire loan of 
two million of dollars, ($2,000,000,) which is amongst the last, makes the 
Bame pledges, and the evidence spread on your journals, shows that the 
agent who effected this loan, and the purchasers of the stock, had regard to 
them, in the negotiation for the lean. The character of the Bank itself is 
involved in these pledges — ^her neglect to fulfil them, would involve her in 
disgrace, and compel her to shut her doors. It is, therefore, reasonable to 
suppose, that it facilitated the negotiation, and increased the appreciation 
of the stock. I can add nothing to what has been said in the report of the 
Committee of the Senate, at the session in December, 1846, to show that 
closing the Bank now, and thus cutting off the j^rofits, would violate these 
pledges, and be an act of mala fdes — and the worse that the creditor is 
without redress. The Bank is the mere creature of the State, which may 
dispose of its funds as might be thought fit She is not liable to suit, and 
the only security which the creditor would have, would be the faith of the 
State already violated. It is true, that by shutting up the Bank, and call- 
ing in the debts due to it, means might be provided for the payment of the 
public debt. But the fact of cutting off this security for its payment, would 
inevitably materially affect the price of the stocks, and operate injuriously 
to the holders — ^a consequence which I am sure every citizen of the State 
would deprecate. 

It may be asked, if this institution is to be perpetuated and riveted upon 
our posterity for all time to come? I hope not. The time may, and I 
hope will come, when it will be wise and prudent to close it forqvei:. But 
i would not have the State violate its solemn pledges, and do wrong to its 
creditors, even at the risk of the dangers to which I believe it would be ex- 
posed, in the hands of unworthy and dishonest agents. We have little to 
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apprehend from this source, if past experience is any evidence of what we 
may expect in the future. The Bank has now been in operation for thirty 
five years, and during all that time it has been the depository of all the 
public treasure ; and if there has been any one of its numerous and frequent- 
ly changing officers (including the branches) wanting in honesty and fidel- 
ity ; any instance of indulging personal partiality at the expense of the 
Bank, or the prostitution of its means to unworthy purposes, I have Bot 
seen the evidence of it. Losses have occured, and they are inevitable in all 
institutions of the kind ; but the annual reports of the Bank, show that at 
least reasonable profits have been realized ; and for the time to come, during 
which we must submit to what I regard as an evil, the Legislature is called 
on by every consideration of policy and interest, to keep at the head of the 
institution, as heretofore, able, honest, and faithful agents. When the 
pledges on the part of the Bank have been redeemed, it would be wise to 
close its doors forever, and call in its credits in such reasonable annual stuns, 
as the community can bear. And I would on that account, earnestly re- 
commend that there should not be any other pledges involving the capita 
or profits of the Bank. If they are required for these, or any other purpo 
ses, they are under the control of the State. 

The increasing prosperity and usefulness of the South Carolina Cci- 
hgt^ is so much a matter of pride, that the attention of every one is con- 
stantly directed towards it : and I can add but little to what is generally 
known of its present condition. And under a wise, consistent, and mild, 
but firm and uniform government, the parts all harmonize, and regularity 
and order reign within its walls, and emulation amongst the students ; and 
an increased ambition to acquire knowledge are the necessary fruits. 

The extensive additional accommodations for the students, projected by 
the Board of Trustees at its last annual meeting, have by the liberal means 
provided by the Legislature at its last annual Session, been completed in a 
manner that adds greatly to the effect and beauty of the College Build- 
ings, and yet there is no room to spare. The Students ntmiber now two 
hundred and fifty-five, including the graduating class, which is thirty-eight 
in numter ; but it is probable that their places will be supplied by the for- 
mation of a new Freshman class. Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas, all have representa- 
tives amongst the students, and it is not an unreasonable anticipation that 
the lights of science and literature emanating from this cherished institution, 
will be see hrot noughut the entire extent of the Southern portion of our 
Confederacy. It may, and the time may even now have arrived, when it 
will be indispensably necessary, to enlarge the usefulness of the College by 
providing for instruction in some branches of the sciences and literature, 
that are not now taught in it. But the subject belongs more appropriately 
to the Board of Trustees, to whose hands it has been wisely confided, and 
there I willingly leave it. 
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I should be gratified to present you with an equally flattering account of 
the condition of our Free Schools. Defective in the frame work of their 
original structure, they have dragged on a wretched existence, if, indeed, 
they can be said to exist at all, down to this day, at an immense cost, with- 
out any apparent benefits, except in the towns and cities, where, from the 
denseness of the population, the funds appropriated for their support can 
be concentrated so as to make its influence felt. Year after year the at- 
tention of the Legislature has been called to this subject by my predeces- 
sors in office ; and again and again legislative committees have been direct- 
ed to examine into their condition ; and whilst all concede and expose the 
defective operation of the system, no measures have been taken towards its 
improvement. The will to do it is certainly not wanting, for it is a subject 
in which every individual has an interest ; and I can only account for the 
apparent apathy, by supposing that no one knows, or has the means of 
knowing what is wanted to carry it into successful operation, within the 
means appropriated to that object The defects of the system were early 
seen, and having bestowed some attention to it for many years past., and 
with opportunities of ^information accessible to few (I mean a personal 
knowledge of the localities and population of every portion of the State,) I 
am utterly unable to suggest any improvement likely to produce results cor- 
responding in any reasonable proportion to the very large sum annually 
expended in their support. The local Boards of Commissioners cannot be 
relied on for the necessary information, as they act without concert or uni" 
formity of system ; and I suggested to the Legislature at its last session the 
propriety of appointing a suitable agent, whose duty it should be to visit 
every portion of the State in detail, charged especially with collecting all 
the information he could obtain from the local boards, and intelligent in- 
dividuals ; and to propose a plan suited to the occasion. Whatever plan 
may be devised, I am very confident that it will be found that there will be 
a great deficiency of competent instructors even in the primary departments 
of an English education. It is possible that there will be found in every 
district, a few young persons of both sexes who would, for the purpose of 
acquiring a suitable education, free of expense, oblige themselves, when 
qualified, to devote a few years to the instruction of children, for a reasonable 
compensation ; and as a starting point in the improvement of the system, I 
would recommend that the Boards of Commissioners of the several districts be 
required by law to inquire for, and select from those offering, a certain num- 
ber who would be willing to accept these terms, and to place them at suita- 
ble schools ; the expenses of tuition and subsistence to be provided for out 
of the common free school fund before it is distributed amongst the dbtricts, 
or in such other way as you may see fit to prescribe. 

In connection with this subject, I take great pleasure in laying before 
you a communication from the Rev. Dr. Curtis and Son, Principals of the 
Female High School, at Limestone Springs, and of Mr. J. W. Hudson? 
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Principal of the Mount Zion Academy, at Winnsborongh, which contain 
the liberal and patriotic proposition to receive, in furtherance of any gen- 
eral plan that may be adopted to make the free schools useful, any number 
of pupUs : one of females, and the other of males, not exceeding twelve 
each, free of any charge for instruction, to be educated for teachers. It is 
generally known, that these institutions rank amongst the most respectable 
in the State ; and my own observation enables me to state that the govern- 
ment, discipline, and success in instruction, will rank with any other of the 
same description in the State ; and I would recommend earnestly, that at 
least this initiatory step be promptly taken towards the improvement of 
the free school system. Other schools, entitled to equal confidence, will 
doubtless be ambitious to follow this laudable example ; and provision 
ought to be made for such a contingency. I invite your attention more 
particularly to this communication, as containing some useful and practical 
information on the subject of normal schools. 

The Citadel Academy at Charleston, and the Arsenal Academy here, 
will furnish appropriate means of normal instruction in many of the most 
useful departments of science, and the South Carolina College the means 
of an education in the highest departments of science and literature. 

In my first Message to the Legislature at its last annual session, I took 
occasion to bring to their notice the subject of Internal Improvements, and 
as no action was then had upon it, I take the liberty of presenting it to you 
in the hope that it will receive your early attention. For my general views 
on the subject I refer you to that Message ; but at the expense of some 
repetition, I will state some facts which, in my judgment, deserve especial 
consideration. All who are familiar with the upper portions of the State? 
know that few, if any, of its productions will bear the expense of transpor- 
tation, by the ordinary means, to a market, and leave any profits to the pro- 
ducer, except the article of cotton, which is not grown at all in the region 
bordering the mountains ; and even that, at the present low prices, leaves 
but a small nett income when the charges of transportation are deducted. 
All descriptions of grain may be transported tD our markets from any of 
the Northern cities at a less expense than from the mountain region, where 
it is grown in abundance ; and, with facilities of transportation, might and 
would be increased to almost any extent. Lime, which is found in abun- 
dance in York and Spartanburg Districts, of superior quality, is shut out 
even from the market in this place, on account of the difference in the ex- 
penses of transportation, by the Thomaston lime. For the same reason 
our great marts are closed against the iron produced in the interior, and 
they are supplied from Europe and the Northern States. The same re- 
marks will apply to almost every article of production, the transportation of 
which is expensive on account of its weight or bulk ; and I venture to pre- 
dict, that unless greater facilities of transportation are supplied, the healthi- 
est and most favored portion of the State will become tenantless. Hereto, 
fore, they have found a market for their agricultural productions amongst 
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their cotton growing neighbors, but at the present low prices, they will find 
it their interest to raise their own supplies. 

The Columbia and Charlotte, and Greenville Bail Eoads, now in the 
course of construction, when completed, will greatly facilitate transporta. 
tion in the portions of the country through which they pass ; but if the 
former should stop at Anderson Court House, which I suppose probable, 
both will terminate in the cotton region, and neither materially aid the 
mountain districts, and will leave a space of more than an hundred miles 
between their northern terminations unprovided for. But no portion of 
either of these roads has yet been completed, and judging solely from what 
I know of the scarcity of money and the low prices of produce, these com- 
panics will find it difficult to call in the subscriptions for stocks, and wiUiout 
the aid of the State, the progress towards their completion must be very 
slow. And I would earnestly recommend to your consideration the pro- 
priety of affording them some assistance towards the completion of these 
laudable and patriotic enterprises. 

Permit me. also, to invite your attention to what I said in the same Mes- 
sage, on the subject of the navigation of our water courses. The subject I 
know has become stale, and it would seem strange that these natural chan- 
nels of transportation are destined to remain in their native rudeness and 
impracticability. All attempts at improvement have been heretofore made 
at the expense of the State. But I have no doubt that if the exclusive 
right to the navigation would be conceded, companies would be readily or- 
ganized with adequate means to improve it, so as to enable them to transport 
produce at rates greatly below what is now common. But it is believed 
that this concession cannot be obtained, even from those residing on the 
banks of the water coursea Those employed in boating as a business, find 
their account in the increased prices, on account of the difficulty of the 
navigation ; and the planter residing on or near the water courses, finds 
his in employing his own hands, instead of paying freight. There is, too, 
something like a natural disinclination to pay tribute for using nature's 
common highway ; and without legislative authority or aid, these channels 
are destitfed to remain forever in their present rude and unimproved con- 
dition. 

In connection with this subject, I transmit herewith the report of Major 
William Spencer Brown, a distinguished engineer, of a survey made by 
him of Broad Kiver, at the instance of the Columbia and Greenville Bail 
Bead Company, which contains much valuable information as to the condi' 
tion of that river. 

I had the honor to communicate to the Legislature, at its last session^ that 
in pursuance of its orders, I had engaged B. C. Pressly, Esq., of Charles- 
ton, to prepare and procure to be printed, a Digest of the Laws relating to 
the Office and Duties of Magistrate ; and I have now the pleasure of in- 
forming you, that I understand the book has been printed, and will be ready 
for delivery during the present session. Eight hundred dollars were ap~ 
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propriated towards paying the expense of printing, and it has been paid to 
Mr. Pressley for that purpose. Whether it will be sufficient to pay for the 
printing and binding, I have not been informed. No provision has been 
made to compensate Mr. Pressly for his services and I will take the liberty 
of calling your attention to the subject again, when the book shall have 
been delivered. 

A great number of the 10th volume of Cooper's edition of the Statutes 
at Large, which contains the index of the whole, were burnt by a fire which 
consumed a number of houses in this place some years ago, and is now out 
of print A corresponding number of the other volumes of the edition are 
useless for the want of the index. I would therefore recommend that pro- 
visions be made for re-publishing that volume. 

That edition brings down the Statutes at Large to the year 1838 — since 
when the annual acts have been printed in a type and paged corresponding 
with it. And I would recommend that provision be made for collecting 
them into volumes, and a general index to the whole. None but a very 
diligent inquirer would take the trouble of looking into more than ten years 
of Legislative enactments to find what the law is, and I would suggest as a 
good general rule, that these compilations should be made at least every 
tenth year. 

I have received, and herewith transmit for your consideration, certain re- 
solutions approving Mr. Whitnejr's project of a Rail Road from Lake 
Michigan to the Pacific Ocean, and recommending it to the patronage of the 
Government of the United States, adopted by the Legislatures of the States 
of Maine, Vermont Rhode Island, Maryland, Ohio, Tennessee, Georgia, and 
Alabama. The project is one of the most sublime that has ever been con- 
ceived by man. One is astounded by its magnitude, and yet with adequate 
means no one will now question its practicability-^nor will it be doubted 
•that, if carried into execution, it would greatly promote the settlement of the 
wild lands through which it is proposed to carry it, bringing us into com- 
munion with our fellow-citizens inhabiting those remote regions, and great- 
ly facilitate commerce. 

I have also received from the National Medical Convention, hel3 in May, 
1847, in the city of Philadelphia, a memorial, the object of which is to 
" urge on the various State Governments the adoption of measures for pro- 
curing a registration of the births, marriages, and deaths in their several 
populations." I can add nothing to the argument found in the memorial, 
which is herewith transmitted, but my approbation of it in support of the 
measure. 

The present organization of the magistracy, limiting one to each Militia 
Beat Company, strikes me as affording great facilities in obtaining the ne- 
cessary information in the country. Confined to limited precincts, acquaint- 
ed with every family within it, they would find little difficulty in obtainii;ig 
it Annual reports from all to the Clerks of the Courts or CommissionerB 
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XXL Equity, would bring together all that occurs in each District, and then 
collected, would present a general view of the subject. In cities, towns, 
and other incorporated communities, the same end might be even more con- 
veniently attained through the agency of the corporate authorities. 

I transmit herewith, a letter from the Hon. W. J. Grayson, the Chair- 
man of a Committee appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States, to select a site on which to erect a Custom House in Charles- 
ton, in which he states that he is advised, that according to the laws of the 
United States, no contract for the purchase can be completed without the 
consent of the State. One hundred and thirty thousand dollars (f 1 30,000) 
has been appropriated in Congress for this purpose, and although the site 
has not yet been selected, the Commissioners are desirous of obtaining the 
authority of the State to make the purchase, that it may be completed, and 
the erection of the necessary buildings may be in progress before the next 
meeting of the Legislature. Not more than two or three acres of ground 
will be wanted for the purpose, and I have not been able to conceive any 
well founded objection to authorize the purchase. I submit the matter to 
your consideration. 

By an act of the Legislature, passed on the 18th day of December, 1846, 
the State granted to the United States all the right, title, and interest of 
the State to the lands, forts, fortifications and sites for the erection of forts 
on Sullivan^s Island and Shutes^s Folly Island, as delineated by a plat of 
resurvey made by Robert Q. Pinckney : Provided, that the Act should not 
take effect until the United States Government shall have conveyed to the 
State of South Carolina, all the right, title, and interest of the United 
States in the lands lying between the present site of Fort Moultrie and the 
parade ground, which is indicated as a street in the aforesaid plan of re- 
survey, and until the said plan of resurvey shall have been deposited in the 
/office of the Secretary of State at Columbia. 

On the 28th day of February last, the Hon. William L. Marcy, the 
Secretary of War of the United States, in pursuance of the authority of an 
Act of Congress, approved on the 3d March, 1819, executed a deed to tiie 
State of South Carolina for all the right, title, and interest of the United 
States to the land lying between the present site of Fort Moultrie and the 
parade ground, as provided in the Act of the 18th December, 1846, above 
referred to, which Was delivered to me in the course of the last spring, and 
I was applied to by Col. J. G. Totten, Chief Engineer, in behalf of the 
United States, to convey to the United States, in form, the lands granted 
by the Act of 1846. Having no direct authority to convey, and being of 
opinion, that on the performance of the condition contained in the Act, the 
grant became absolute, and the title to the United States perfected, I at 
first declined to do so. But, upon being urged by the authorities of the 
United States, I executed, in behalf of the State, a deed, in effect acknow- 
ledging the performance of the condition on the part of the United States, 
Being then and still of opinion that this was nugatory, I would recommend 
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that an Act be passed, acknowledging the performance of the condition on 
the part of the United States, and confirming the grant. Not knowing 
what course the Legislature would take, I declined to have the deed from 
the United States put on record, and I would recommend the propriety of 
providing for that also. I transmit herewith the deed from the United 
States ; a copy of my deed to the United States; a letter from Col Totten 
to myself, dated 3d March, 1848; and the correspondence between Capt. 
Bowman, of the Engineer Department of the United States, and myselfj 
which will put you in possession of all the information that may be required* 

I have also received a communication from the Hon. Willam L. Marcy, 
Secretary of War of the United States, under date of tho25th April, 1848, 
enclosing extracts of a letter to him from Frederick A. Smith, Captain En- 
gineers, A. C. E. of the I8th of April, 1848, in which it is stated that five 
acres of land in Beaufort Harbor were granted by this State to the United 
States, on the 17th December, 1808, for the site of Fort Littleton, (other- 
wise called Fort Marion) — that Commissioners were appointed on the part 
of the State, to mark out its boundaries, but that all efforts to ascertain now 
where they were, have been unsuccessful; and he requests that I would 
bring the subject to your notice, with a view to some provision for the ap- 
pointment of Commissioners on the part of the State, clothed with author- 
ity to ascertain and locate the boundary, in conjunction with an engineer 
'officer, to be designated by the War Department. The request strikes me 
as reasonable, and I would recommend that Commissioners be appointed 
for the purpose of meeting it. The communication of the Secretary of 
War is herewith transmitted. 

The constant and never ending agitation of the question of slavery be- 
tween the slaveholding and non-slaveholding States, apart from the issues 
really involved, will of itself in the end inevitably lead to the most disas- 
trous consequences. The passions of communities, like those of individu- 
als, are roused and inflamed by constant vituperation, however unimportant 
may be the matter in controversy; and the degree of resentment engen- 
dered by it, is in proportion to the magnitude of the matter involved. To 
US the question is vital ; the issues of " life, liberty, and property" are in- 
volved in it ; the poison of fanaticism is so infused in the masses, that I 
have charity enough to suppose that many worthy men conscientiously be- 
lieve that involuntary servitude is a damning curse, and would willingly 
turn our slaves loose to cut our throats. But the mockery of the more 
liberal and enlightened politicians of the non slaveholding States, in dis- 
claiming hte authority of Congress to interfere with the institution in the 
States where it now exists, but protesting against its extension beyond its 
present limits, is more galling. Do they not know that the encouragement 
and protection given to fugitive slaves have rendered property in them of 
little value in the border States ? Do they not know that, circumscribed 
to the territorial limits they now occupy, they will in a few years exhaust 
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much of the now productive soil, and in their rapid increase in numbers 
Ofverwhelm their owners, and drive them to seek an asylum elsewhere ; and 
that, by excluding them from additional territories already or hereafter to 
be acquired, they will, through the agency of Congress, accomplish indirect- 
ly what they concede to be unconstitutional ? I will not speaJc of our equal 
rights as citizens of this Confederation. The argument has been long ago 
exhausted, and demonstration as palpable as a mathematical conclusion 
will avail nothing. 

The probability is, that whether we will or will not be permitted to carry 
our slaves into the territory acquired by the treaty with Mexico, will be de- 
finitely settled at no distant day. If against us, the question will neces- 
sarily arise as to the measures we ought to pursue. All the other slave 
holding States have precisely the same interest in this question that we 
have, and we know that many, if not all of them, feel the same solicitude 
about it that we do, and it may reasonably be supposed they would readily 
unite with us in any measure promising relief With our united, moral, 
and physical strength, in a just and honorable cause, we can successfully 
oppose any power that can be brought to bear upon us. Concert as to time 
and manner of action is indispensable to this unity, and the question now 
is, when and how this is to be brought about ? Is the present time pro- 
pitious? 

We know already, or have abundant reason to suppose, that the present 
Chief Magistate of the United States, adopting the Missouri Compromise 
as a rule, will, if Congress in its folly and madness, in total disregard of 
reason and right, exclude us entirely from the Mexican territory, interpose 
tiie conservative veto power. It is known, too, that in the election of his 
successor, many of the slaveholding States cast their votes for the candidate 
who will be elected ; and that in all the rest there was great division ; more, 
probably than the results have brought to light ; and I take it for granted 
that it was upon the faith, that, being a Southern man, he would not be un- 
mindful of Southern rights. It cannot be supposed, then, that the States 
which will vote for him, and the minorities in those States which will vote 
against him, can be brought to act together in anticipation that our rights 
will be violated under his administration, he having the power to prevent 
it. The present time is therefore, in my judgment, unpropitious for action. 
We ought, notwithstanding, to provide for any contingency. The blow 
may be struck when we are unaware of our danger, and no time ought to 
be lost in projecting means to unite the slaveholding States in some com" 
mon mode of action, when the occasion shall arise ; and a free discussion 
and interchange of opinion will greatly promote this object in preparing the 
public mind to meet its consequences. As before remarked, unity of time 
and concert of action are indispensable to success, and a Southern Con- 
vention is the most direct and practical means of obtaining it. 

No one State can reasonably hope for success, when acting alone in oppo- 
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sition to the opinion of all the others. The effect of snch an attempt 
would expose them to be overwhelmed in detail. What, it may be asked, 
will South Carolina do if she is left alone to fight this battle ? There are 
spirits in her bosom that would willingly perish in defence of her rights. — 
But would it be wise to seek such a destiny, as long as there is hope of 
succor^ DAVID JOHNSON.

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTION. 

Whereas, by an Act of the Legislature of South Carolina, passed on 
the 17th day of December, 1847, the sum of five thousand dollars was ap- 
propriated "for paying the expenses incurred for the Volunteers from South 
Carolina, on their return home from the Mexican War, to be paid to His 
Excellency the Governor, and expended under his direction."

And whereas, the soil, climate 
and remoteness of the said territory, are such as to render it impracticable 
Jor any of the people of the slaveholding States to migrate thither to any ad- 
vantage with their slaves. 

Therefore resolved, That the said provision is a gratuitous insult to the 
slaveholding States, and is a mere nullity, in no wise binding uponus or upon 
the citizens of Oregon, but indicates the prevalence, in the councils of the 
confederacy, of a spirit of hostility to an institution more essential to the se- 
curity, order, industry, an 1 civilization of tlie slaveholding States than the 
confederacy itself. 

Resolved, That we abstain, at this time, from expressing any opinion as 
to the course of action which ought to be pursued by the slaveholding 
States, in case a similar provision should be adopted with reference to the 
territories of New Mexico and California ; because we feel the fullest assu- 
rance, that during the administration of the present incumbent of the exec- 
utive chair of the United States, no such law can be passed ; and before the 
meeting of Congress imder the administration of his successor, this body 
wfll be again assembled. 

Pursuant to notice and with leave of the Senate, Mr. MAZYCK intro- 
duced a Bill further to amend an Act, entitled "An Act for the abolition of the 
rights of Primogeniture, and for giving an equitable distribution of the real 
estates of intestates, and for other purposes."

At quarter past 1 1- o'clock Message No. 3, of his Excellency the Gover- 
nor, was communicated to the Sena'.e. The Message was read, and on 
motion of Mr. ALLSTON, it was made the special order for tomorrow at 
12 o'clock.

To the HonorcAk the President and Members 

of the Senate. 
Gentlemen : 

I have received fron CoL A. H. Gladden, lately commanding the Pal- 
metto Regiment, the books, miscellaneous documents, and correspondence 
of the commanding officers, and the Flag borne by the Palmetto Regiment 
in the Mexican campaign ; and also some small articles of regimental pro- 
perty, which may have some value, from their having belonged to that reg- 
iment The Flag is an honorable and touching memorial of the gallant 
services and heroic incidents performed under it. As long as it is preserv- 
ed, it will excite the admiration and gratitude of the State, for those who 
have won high, historical honors for her, conspicuous amongst whom is the 
gentleman who brought it home, and transmitted it to me, with the interest- 
ing history of it contained in his communication, which accompanies this 
Message. 

I would respectfully suggest tho propriety of immediately providing for 
the safe-keeping and preservation of these memorials, against the decay of 
time, as ^far as may be practicable ; and an examination of the documents 
and correspondence referred to, with a view to their being recorded and 
placed among the archives of the executive department 

Without forgetting what is due to the illustrious dead, I should not obey 
the dictates of my heart or of my country, if I did not on this occasion, re- 
cord the very high estimate in which I hold Col. Gladdetf s character and 
services. The command of the regiment was, by the death of the two su- 
perior officers, thrown upon him in the midst of battle — the beginning of a 
series of battles, through which he fought gloriously. Then, with equal 
honor, and equal display ofliigh and soldierly qualities, he so commanded 
it in the midst of a conquered and luxurious city, that its fame in the field 
of battle is hardly greater than its renown for order, discipline, morality and 
honor. History will record his services, and preserve his name as a portion 
of the property of the State. 

The Legislature made it my duty to obtain plans and estimates for a mon 
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ument, to be erected to the memory of those who fell in the Mexican etm 
paign. In performing thijs task, I availed myself of the better judgement 
of Gen. Jamison and of Mr. Poinsett, who, from three prepared by Mr. 
Jones, and as many by Col. E. B. H. White, both native artists, all of whieh 
strike me as being of great beauty and in fine ta^te, preferred one prepared 
by the latter gentleman, having for its base rude granite surmounted by 
the Palmetto tree, with suitable devices, all in bronze, on account of its ori- 
ginality, nationality and appropriateness, and I ^itirely concur in their opi- 
nion. They are all ready for examination, and will be submitted to any 
eomniittee you may deem proper to appoint. I transmit herewith the let- 
ters of Col. White, Gai. Jamison, and Mr Poinsett to me, in relation to it. 
I did not stipulate with either of these gentlemen for any compensation in 
preparing the drafts, but have no doubt that you will feel that they are enti- 
tled to their reward. Some such memorial is due to the gallant dead, to 
the honor of the State, and to future generations. And I take leave to add 
that gratitude, patriotism and honor equally exact, in my judgement, some 
public provision for the families of those who perished, and for the survivors 
who may stand in need of it. 

Our Publio Schools, including the Citadel Academy in Charleston, the 
Arsenal Academy he^re, and our College, will furnish great facilities for the 
education of their children, defraying the inddental expenses out of 
the public treasury, as but due to them and ourselves. 

In carrying out the benevolent designs of the last Legislature, in relation 
to the destitute widows and orphans of the deceased and the disabled mem- 
bers of the Palmetto Regiment, I found it necessary to appoint three Com- 
missioners in each district in whi^h companies had been raised, to assist me 
in ascertaining their condition and actual wants, and through their means 
I have been enabled to ascertain and provide for all who are within the ob^ 
jects of the bounty. 

The amount appropriated being small, and the number in whose behalf 
applications might be made being uwjertain, I was constrained so to limi^ 
the several amounts, that each might partake of it in any probable contin- 
gency. I therefore found it necessary to limit the amount allowed to per- 
sons wholly disabled to fbrty-two dollars, and in that proportion for a less 
disability. For widows without a child or children, being wholly destitute, 
the like sum of forty-two dollars ; the same for those having children, with 
the addition of ten dollars for every chiR under fourteen years of age. For 
children under fourteen years of age, having no surviving parents, twenty- 
one dollars each : instructing the Commissioners in all cases, where on ae- 
^ount of indiscretion the funds might be wasted, to retain them in their own 
hands, and disburse them in such sums as the necessity of the individuals 
might require, and these instructions have been faithfully and diligently 
carried out, I believe, in every instancy: 
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My acooant with this fdnd, together witii the Commissioners appointed 
mnd my instructions to them, and also theaames of the individuals relieved, 
covering, in detail, all that has been done in furtherance of the views of the 
Legislature, will be ready at an early day, to be submitted to any commit- 
tee that you may think proper to appoint. 

The sum of $5000 appropriated at the last session to aid the destitute 
Volunteers of the Palmetto Regiment in returning home, was placed in the 
Bank of Charleston, to the credit of of Mr. Peter Conrey, Jr., of New Or- 
leans, the agent of the Bank, whom I also constituted my agent to disburse 
it under my instructions. Among other things, he was directed to supply 
the really necessitous only, with the means of transportation and subsistence 
liome. To guard against the improvident use of monies placed in their 
hands, he was further directed to provide transportation, and to advance 
only so much as would pay the expenses of subsistence as far as Mobile, in 
Alabama And through Col. Gadsden, the President of the South Carolina 
Hail Road Company, I effected an arrangemeut with E. T. Pollard, Esq., 
President of the Montgomery and West Point Rail Road Company, to 
provide for their transportation from Montgomery to Hamburg, and the 
South Carolina Rail Road Company generously undertook to transport 
them from thence, to any point, on either of its lines, nearest the residence 
of the individual And I have great pleasure in adding, that all the agents 
employed in this service, declined accepting any compensation. Some irre- 
gularities occurred, particularly at Montgomery, before my instructions 
were comprehended; and some of the Volunteers returning home were pro- 
vided for, perhaps, whose necessities did not require aid. But, as it was 
done in good faith, no exception was taken. On learning that the regiment 
was returning in a body, I directed Mr. Conrey to pay over to the officer 
commanding, any balance that might remain in his hands, or so much as 
might be necessary to provide for their real necessities, and in pursuance 
of these instructions, he paid to Col. Gladden, at Mobile, six hundred dol- 
lars ; for which he has accounted to me since his return. Of the sum ap* 
propriat^d, a balance of about two thousand four hundred and sixty dol- 
lars remains unexpended. 

In pursuance of a resolution of the last session, directing me to cause ob- 
servations to be made of the variation of the magnetic needle, I engaged 
the services of Professor Williams, of the College, who kindly volunteered 
to devote his leisure to this subject. Under his supervision, suitable mon- 
uments have been erected, for the making of the necessary observations, and 
some progress has been made in noting them. In the further prosecution 
of them it will be proper for that gentleman to have some person under him? 
who will be able to give his attention, day and night, for whom a suitable 
compensation should be provided. 

In Charleston, I engaged the services of Maj. Charles Parker, to the 
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same'end, and advanced him the neoessarj funds, but I have not been Me to 
learn what progress he has made. I suppose he will have the necessary mon- 
uments erected, and suitable instruments provided, and I would recommend 
that provision be also made for the continuation of the observations there : 
and I would submit whether the objects in view would not be more cer- 
tainly attained, and their accuracy tested, by providing for other observa- 
tions near the northern boundary of the State. 

The standard weights and measures furnished by the United States have 
been received, and appropriately deposited, in a building erected for that 
purpose, on the Court House square, in Columbia. I submit to you the 
propriety of adopting measures for the preservation of these valuable in- 
struments, and for procuring duplicates of them, for the several Districts 
of the State. And here again I am indebted to Professor Williams for 
the voluntary tender of his services, in their general superintendence ; but 
as his other avocations are incompatible with attending to the details, I 
recommend that he be authorized to appoint a superintendent, and that a 
suitable compensation be provided for him. 

It will be recollected that at the close of the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, application was made, in behalf of Messrs. Burnley, Johnson & Co. 
of New Orleans, for the payment of an account against Smith and Hillj 
sutlers of the Palmetto Regiment, for goods supplied them. This applica* 
tion was founded upon a communication from Burnley, Johnson & Co, to a 
gentleman, then a member of the Senate, representing, among other things^ 
that they had declined crediting Smith and Hill ; but upon the remon- 
strance of Col. Butler, then commanding the r^im«nt, that their credit 
was unimportant, as the men were obliged to have the clothing, and the 
Council of Administration would see that the debt was paid ; that in 
fact there was no risk, and that, as a compensation for the inconvenience of 
advancing the money, he authorized them to retain in their hands a con- 
siderable sum they then had, belonging to him, until the debt was paid. 
The account accompanying that communication amounted to seven thoui- 
sand nine hundred and forty-nine dollars and thirty-three cents, and th« 
sum placed at my disposal, for its liquidation, was eight thousand two hun- 
dred dollars, if so much be necessary, with directions to retain in my hands, 
until I should have satisfactory evidence of the inability of Samuel Chase 
to pay the amount for which he gave his notes, for goods purchased for 
the Palmetto Regiment. The only evidence ever furnished me, of his ina- 
bility, was that he had not paid at the day ; and not regarding that as evi- 
dence of his inability, I have heretofore declined paying it 

I also declined paying another item in the account, of ^ye hundred and 
fifty-five dollars fifty-six cents, charged as the expenses of their agent, Mr. 
Throck Morton, sent to Vera Cruz, for the purpose of collecting the debt, 
oil the ground that this item did not fall within the spirit of tbe Resolution 
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under which I acted, and which, according to my constmction, was intend- 
ed to provide only for a debt contracted in behalf of the Eegiment. Be- 
lieving that I had no discretion with regard to the remainder, I paid to 
their agent, CoL Wade Hampton, the balance of the account, amounting 
to five thousand three hundred and eighty-nine dollars, on the eleventh of 
February, eighteen hundred and forty-eight ; and, on the same day, took 
from them an assignment of that portion of the sum claimed by them, 
with authority to use and pursue all proper means to obtain payment frqm 
Smith and Hill, the sutlers, or the Government of the United States, or 
any other person liable to pay the same. Some time after this I received 
a letter from CoL Gladden, stating the particulars of the transaction between 
the officers of the Regiment and Smith and Hill, the sutlers, and Burnley, 
Johnson & Go. which led me to doubt whether there was any obligation, 
legally or morally, on the State, to pay any portion of the demand. In- 
deed my convictions were so strong that I should have declined paying 
any portion of it, if I had been possessed of this information before the 
money was paid : the substance of which I immediately communicated to 
them. 

In a postscript of a letter from A. T. Burnley, (one of the firm,) under 
date of the 24th of February, 1 848, he says — " Since writing the above, I 
am mortified to have accidentally discovered that our clerk, in making out 
the account against the Palmetto Regiment, sent to Col. Manning, made 
some omissions. The enclosed statement will show the errors, and that we 
have received five hundred and four dollars sixty-seven cents more than we 
were justly entitled to. This sum must be deducted from the amount of the 
suspended items, if allowed by your Excellency : and if they are disallow- 
ed, I will immediately remit you a check for this over-payment. Please 
file the enclosed account in place of the one sent to, and filed by. Col. 
Manning." 

The re-payment of the sum thus over-paid, was promptly demanded, and 
in reply to my letter on that subject, Mr. Burnley writes — '^ Your reply to 
my letter of the 24th February never came to hand, or the sum over-paid 
to me, by mistake, would, as you requested, have been immediately remit- 
ted to you. Within the last six weeks my commercial house, here, has 
been embarrassed, in consequence of heavy losses, by failures in Virginia. 
I am now on the eve of starting to Kentucky, where I shall spend the sum- 
mer, and it is, therefore, inconvenient, at this moment, to remit you the 
amount. But I pledge myself that it shall be done before the meeting of 
your Legislature." I have not, however, received the money. The corres- 
pondence between Burnley, Johnson & Co. and myself, and Col. Glad- 
den's letter, are herewith transmitted, and will put you in possession of all 
the information I possess. 

I had the honor to communicate to the Legislature, at its last session^ 
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that I had forwarded to the War Department, at Washington, a' demand 
for the sum expended in organizing and mustering the Palmetto Regiment 
into the service of the United States. Since that time 1 have received, on 
that account, and placed to the credit of the Contingent Fund, in the 
Branch Bank, at this place, the sum of three thousand six hundred and 
fifty-eight dollars and twenty-two cents : the payment of the balance- 
amounting to two thousand eight hundred and seven dollars, ($2,807,) be- 
sides the interest, has been suspended, and the vouchers returned, with the 
objections of the Department, to enable me to supply such further evi- 
dence and explanations as were deemed necessary. And although some of 
these exceptions strike me as exacting too much, still it may be necessary 
to protect the Department against wrong. Since then I have been able to 
collect the evidence, and give the explanations which I suppose are neces- 
sary, in all instances, except for one or two items, amounting, together, to, 
a small sum ; and I propose to forward them to Washington immediately 
-T-not doubting that they will be considered sufficient. 

My accounts with the funds above referred to, with the civil and mili- 
tary funds, and all other funds, committed to my care, will be ready to be 
submitted to any committee you may see proper to appoint for that purpose. 

The House of Representatives, at its last session, directed me to employ 
some person, to arrange the papers in the office of its Clerk, In pursuance 
thereof I employed Mr. T. W. Glover, the present Clerk. And I herewith 
transmit you his report, showing the manner in which that service has been 
performed. I have not had it in my power to examine in what manner the 
work has been executed, but am informed that it has been well done. No 
provision was made for compensating the person employed. That will de- 
volve on you. 

I transmit, herewith, a report of Joseph F. White, Esq., the Agent of 
the Catawba Indians, together with his account of monies disbursed for 
them. It will be seen from the report, that they still remain in a wander- 
ing and unsettled condition. That the sums, annually disbursed amongst 
them, do not contribute in any essential degree to their comfort or conve- 
nience. But I cannot, however, concur with him, that it will be wise or hu- 
mane, to distribute amongst them the balance due them on account of the 
purchase of their land. 

A Mr. Wm. H. Thomas, who has for some time had under his paternal 
care a portion of the Cherokee Indians, remaining in the western part of 
North Carolina, has, in a letter to me, under date of twenty-second of Jan- 
uary last, furnished suggestions, which, if carried out, will, in my judg- 
ment, materially improve their condition. " I have," says he, " purchased 
for the North Carolina Cherokees a large scope of country which is mostly 
separated from the ^white settlements by large mountains, that will not 
likely be settled in the next century. I have obtained from this State 
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(North Carolina) the passage of an Act authorizing them to hold and pnr- 
chase lands as a corporation, and for each family a lease is provided which 
gives them the right to occupy the land, but not to introduce intoxicating 
drink, which is expressly prohibited. Since the Cherokees became tempe. 
rate, they have increased in about the same ratio as the white population, 
and are making much more rapid progress in civilization than they would 
do if surrounded by wild Indians unacquainted with the arts. 

^ The Catawba Indians, if they settle here, are to come under the same 
regulations as the Cherokees, and two years will test the experiment. Dur- 
ing that time the Cherokees are willing that I should let them occupy a 
portion of the land purchased for them. On it are houses and fields suita- 
ble for the Catawba Indians, and they will have nothing to pay for the use 
of them. If, however, the Catawbas are expected to remain here, it will 
be necessary that some means be furnished to provide them with tools and 
provisions until they can raise crops, and the remainder of what is due, in- 
stead of being paid as heretofore in goods and old horses, ought to be, in 
my opinion, placed on interest for their benefit, and the interest applied 
annually to the support of a Manual Labor School, and other improvements 
calculated to change their condition. Most of the Catawbas are, I am in- 
formed, related. This may be the cause of their want of energy. Inter" 
marriages with the Cherokees would, no doubt, produce a change in this 
respect. 

" If they remain here, the system of travelling back to South Carolina 
must be discouraged, for while that continues it is impossible to change 
their habits and bring them to possess much attachment for their homes. 
At a council of the Catawbas, a few days since, I informed them that they 
must either remain here or in South Carolina. If herS, they must quit 
their dissipation, which, if continued, would soon cause them to become ex- 
tinct, and like the Cherokees support themselves and families by labor. — 
Learning Indians to live without work and to depend upon annuities, has 
a bad effect upon them. The only aid they should receive, is to support 
themselves by labor." 

Mr. Thomas is, I understand from high authority, a gentleman of char- 
acter and respectability. There is certainly much good sense and humani- 
ty in the plan which he proposes. I would recommend that commissioners 
be appointed for the purpose of conferring with him in maturing the plan 
proposed, or any otheif which may most likely tend to the improvement of 
their condition. 

I send you, herewith, the report of the commissioners having the dispo- 
sition of the fund appropriated for the education of deaf, dumb, and blind, 
accompanied with an account of their disbursements, together with their 
vouchers therefor. 

I transmit, herewith, the report of the Adjutant and Inspector Gkneral, 
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and also the report of the Qaarter Master Greneral, showing the number of 
the militia, and the condition of the arms and munitions of war. I concur 
fully in the suggestion of the Adjutant and Inspector General, as to the ad- 
vantage to be derived from Brigade encampments, and would recommend 
that they be re-established, or that regimental encampments be instituted in 
their place. This is the more earnestly recomnended, as all experience shows 
that nothing of tactics or discipline are attained by the ordinary company, 
battalion or regimental musters. 

It will be seen, from the report of the Quarter Master General, that 
there are only about six thousand stand of small arms fit for service — a 
number entirely inadequate to arm the militia in the event of any sudden 
emergency, and I would recommend that they be increased to at least dou- 
ble that number, with a positive prohibition that the small arms in the arse- 
nals should never be reduced below that number. 

In discharge of the duties of Executive Officer of the State, I have felt 
many difficulties and inconveniences, which, on leaving the office, I feel it 
my duty to bring to your notice, with a view that they may be remedied 
in future, if you should see fit. 

First of all, the office is itinerant, and follows the person of the Execu- 
tive wherever his necessities or convenience may compel him to reside. 
This is utterly inconsistent with the necessary order and uniformity in the 
conduct of the business of the office. He cannot carry with him all the 
books, documents, and vouchers, nor his Secretary. He must either dis- 
pense with him^ or subject him to an expense which would swallow up his 
small salary. The citizens too are interested to know where the Executive 
may be found, and if he has no fixed residence, are obliged to go in pursuit 
through highways and by-paths; they may chance to pass him on the way 
without knowing him, (a case of actual occurrence.) The remedy is to 
provide him a residence at the seat of government, and require him to re- 
side there permanently. 

The next is the want of an established Executive office with a Clerk, 
whose duty it should be to keep a regular record of all the proceedings, all 
the important documents, and correspondence. About a year ago, I caused 
to be fitted up in the Executive Chamber, a press suited to the reception of 
papers and documents, which is large enough to serve for many years to 
come, and I shall leave on file there every paper connected with the di^ 
charge of my duty that can answer any future purpose. Many of them are 
of little importance, but some worthy of preservation, and 1 have procured 
my Secretary, Col. Watts, to have recorded in a book, kept for that pur- 
pose, the most important official documents. In this I followed the exam- 
ple of my predecessor. Gov. Hammond, and besides these, but few other 
documents or records will be found on file from the time of the revolution 
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down to this day. I have therefore found it necessary to draw on my own 
resotirces, and to frame proceedings according to my own notions of pro- 
priety, for every order or process that I have made or issued, and I sup. 
pose that every one of my predecessors has been obliged to d the same, for- 
no precedents are to be found in the office, and there can have been no- 
thing like uniformity — much irregularity must have prevailed. 

I had desired and intended to bring all these matters to your notice, dur- 
ing the first week of your Sessi jn, but a severe indisposition has put it out 
of my power to give attention to any business until within the last day or 
two 

My term of office will expire when you shall have elected my successor, 
and after a continued public service for thirty-eight years, 1 shall go into re 
tire ment, with the purpose of contributing, during the probably short re- 
mainder of ujy life, all that I can towards the improvement and happiness 
of my species, individually and collectively ; and of preparing mvself for 
the great change which inevitably awaits me. I, therefore, avail myself of 
the occasion to tender to the citizens of the State, through you, my grateful 
acknowledgments, for the many favors conferred upon me ; and for their 
abiding confidence through so long a period. All that I can claim for my- 
self, is, to have endeavored tg serve them with fidelity. I pray that Almigh 
ty God may so order His Providence, that peace, happiness, and prosperi- 
ty may pervade our beloved State through all its borders — in all time to come.

The Senate concurred and sent a message accordingly: 

On motion of Mr. MANNING, the report of the committee on Federal 
Relations, on so much of the Governor's message No. 1, as relates to slavery, 
the resolutions of the Senators from Union, St. James Santee,and Richland, 
and the proceedings of a meeting of the citizens of Orangeburg, in relation 
to the same subject, was recommitted. 

Mr. HANNA presented the favorable report of the CommiUee on the 
Military and Pensions, on a resolution from the House of Representatives, 
in relation to the Palmetto Regiment, recommending concurrence — which 
was ordered for consideration to-morrow. 

Mr. PORTER presented the following resolutions : 

"Resolved^ That in the opinion of this General Assembly, the Bank of 
the State should persevere steadily in the policy of calling in its funds and 
purchasing up the public debt, for which the capital or profits of the Bank 
stand pledged. 

Resolved^ That the President and Directors of the Bank are authorized 
and directed to take immediata steps for eflfecting, if practicable, arrange- 
ments with the holders of the Fire Loan Bonds, to anticipate the periods 
and lessen the instalments now prescribed for payment thereof, in the man. 
ner suggested in the report of the Ways and Means CommiUee of the 
House, on the 1st December, 1847. 

Resolve^j That it would be a violation of good faith in the State to abol- 
ish or wind up the Bank of the State, before the public debt, for which the 
capital or profits of the said Bank have been pledged, has been fully re- 
deemed, or the consent of the holders of the said Bonds has been thereto 
obtained. 

Resolvedj That whenever the said debt shall have been paid, or the said 
consent obtained, it will, in the opinion of this General Assembly, be in ac- 
cordance with the best interests of the State to wind up the concerns of the 
Bank of the State, by such gradual processes as will do the least possible 
injury to the public or to individuals. 

The resolutions were referred to the Committee of the Whole, to sit this 
day at 1 o'clock, and were ordered to be printed. 
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Mr. MOSES offered the following resolutions : 

Whereas, the Senate, at its session of 1846, adopted the following reso- 
lutions: 

^< 1. Resolved^ That it would be highly unwise and inexpedient to abol- 
ish the Bank of the State. 

<^ 2. Resolved^ That when the State of South Carolina pledged the prof- 
its and capital of the Bank to her creditors, as a security for nioney bor- 
rowed, she did so in honesty of purpose, and good faith. 

*' 3. Resolved^ That the Bank of the State cannot be abolished directJy, 
nor its business, stability and prosperity undermined by indirection, with- 
out a violation of good faith, and dishonor to the State, unless the holders 
of the stock of the State, for which it is pledged as a security, be first paid, 
or their consent obtained therefor." 

And whereas nothing has transpired since that period to change the 

views of this body in relation to the matters contamed in the said resolu- 
tions- — 

Resolved, That this Legislature do re-affirm the same. 

The resolutions were referred to the Committee of the Whole, to sit this 
day at 1 o'clock, and were ordered to be printed. 

Mr. BLACK offered the following resolutions : 

Whereas, many grave charges have been made through the newspapers 
of this State, and have been extensively circulated by said papers, and other 
means, against the management of the Bank of the State and its Branches, 
which said charges are calculated greatly to impair, if not entirely to de- 
stroy the confidence of the public in said Bank, and thereby cripple its en- 
ergies, and greatly diminish its usefulnesss. And notwithstanding said 
charges have been denied by the persons intrusted with the management of 
said Bank, the same are re-iterated by gentlemen of standing and respon- 
sibility. And 

Whereas, it is of all importance that this House should know the truth 
or falsity of said charges, and should have full and disinterested evidence of 
the true state and condition of the said Bank and its Branches, and the 
management thereof, before any definite action can be taken by this House 
in reference to said Bank. Be it therefore 

Resolved, That a Joint Special Committee of ^ve persons, to be elected 
by joint ballot of the two Houses, be appointed, whose duty it shall be to in- 
vestigate and ascertain the true state and condition of said Bank, and its 
Ranches, and the management thereof; and when the same shall be ascer- 
tained, the said committee shall make a full report thereon, containing all the 
evidence taken by them as to its state, condition, and management, on said 
investigation, and no evidence shall be taken except the same be on oath. 

2d. That said committee shall have full power and authority, to sit from 
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day to day, after the adjournment of this General Assembly, and at 
such place or places, as said committee may deem mo^t proper, until said 
investigation is completed. Tho said committee shall take all evidence of 
persons on oath examined before them, and for such purpose shall have full 
power and authority to summon the Officers and Directors, and Agents of 
said Bank and its Branches, and all persons whose testimony said commit- 
tee may deem material to aid in said investigation, and to administer oaths to 
all such pesons so brought before them, and to have all the power and au- 
thority now vested in any of the Courts of Record in this State, to compel 
the attendance of witnesses, and to enforce decorum whilst conducting said 
investigation. 

8d. That the members of said committee shall each receive the sum of 
dollars per day, whilst actually employed in said investigation, and 
shall be allowed all reasonable sums paid by them for services of Clerks to 
take down evidence, and execute the writing to aid in said investigation. 

The resolutions were referred to tho Committee of the Whole, to sit this 
day at 1 o'clock, and were ordered to be printed.

WHEREAS, the Nesbit Manufacturing Company contracted a debt with 
the Bank of the State, in the year 1841, amounting to $91,898 77, which 
amount had been previously loaned to individual members of the company, 
during the administration of a former President of the Bank, about the year 
1837. And up )0 December 1844, no part of the principal or interest had 
been paid,, as we are informed by the report of the President, in answer to a 
call of the Senate for information concerning the debts of Incorporate and 
i>Ianufacturing Companies. 

And whereas, the Bank, in pursuance of joint resolutions passed in 1844^ 
sold the property belonging to the Nesbit Company on the 10th and lltb 
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September, 1845, for the sum of $128,505; all of which property was 
bought in by the Bank, except $3615, bought by other purchasers. 

And whereas, a Special Committee, in December 1846, informed the Se. 
nate that "a sale of the property had been effected, and is being carried ouj 
as fast as the nature of such a transaction can be done," and that " the deeds 
and other papers necessary to the transfer to the purchasers, are in the hands 
of the Attorney General, and your committee are assured that the whole 
transaction will be finally adjuster! in a short time."
